PS OFFER 
TO-BUED ATOM 
POWER PLANTS 


as Sign Industry Will 
Enter Field. 


WASHINGTON, April 7: (UP) 
—The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion announced today that four 
groups have proposed to ‘build 
nuclear power “demonstration” 
plants which would cost a total 
of $150,000,000 and generate 
455,000 kilowatts of electricity. 
AEC Chairman Lewis  L. 
Strauss hailed the proposals as 
proof that industry is ready to 
risk money on atomic energy. 

They were made under the 
AEC’s recently announced, power 
demonstration reactor program. 
Those making them would pay 
80 to 90 per cent of the costs 
with the commission paying the 
rest. 

One of the four was-a public 
power proposal submitted by the 
Consumers Public Power dis- 
trict of Columbus, Nebr. 

The AEC noted also. that in 
addition to these propogals, Con- 
solidated Edison Cof of New 
York has applied for a license 
to build, entirely on its own, a 
250,000-kilowatt atomic power 
station to cost about $55,000,000. 

This plant, which would take 
about five years to build, would 
be the first financed entirely by 
private enterprise as a strictly 
business venture. 

The other proposals were 
made under special offers by 
the AEC designed to encourage 
industry to enter the atomic

WASHINGTON, April ‘7 (UP) 
—President Eisenhower, who 10 
years: ago accepted Germany’s 
surrender, today. signed’ agree- 
ments to restore West Germany 
to the family of nations. 

At a White House ceremony 
attended by Secretary of State 
Dulles, Mr. - Eisenhower gave 
America’s final assent to treat- 
ies approved by the Senate 
April 1, converting West Ger- 
many’ from the status of an oc- 
cupied former enemy to a val- 
ued ally in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 

The. agreements, which may 
come into forcé next month, will 
clear the way for West Germany 
to start building an army of 
some 580,000 men to add to’the 
NATO defense force. 

Mr. Eisenhower commented to 
Dulles that “this is the biggest 
treaty signing I’ve ever had.” 

He said he had been waiting 
a long time for the honor of 
signing the treaties to restore 
West Germany to the commun- 
ity of free nations. 

It was on May 6, 1945. that 
Mr. Eisenhower, as Supreme: 
Allied. Commander in Europe, 
accepted , Germany’s uncondi- 
tional surrender effective May 
8

WESTERHAM, England, April. 
7 (UP)—Sir Winston Churchill 
symbolized his retirement from 
high office today by changing 
his telephone number. 

He wiped out the familiar 
numbers of the big telephone 
switchboard at Chartwell, the 
red-brick Georgian house which 
the former Prime Minister plans 
to transform from a weekend re- 
treat to a full-time residence. 
These numbers had _ kept

Churchill, who retired Tues- 
day, plunged into a new way 
of life today after 55 years of 
political maneuvering. 

A statesman turned squire, he 
spent the day doing little things 
around Chartwell, which he 
bought in 1922. He made his 
only sortie of the morning into 
the small back yard conference 
room built during the days of 
the war cabinet. From a big 
automobile from Londcn, func- 
tionaries carried metal boxes 
into the room. 

The former Prime Minister 
also kept a long-promised date 
with the builders who will re- 
model his country house while 
he vacations in Sicily. The 80- 
year-old statesman plans to make 
Chartwell a permanent residence 
and later turn it into the 
“Churchill Museum” that he will 
leave to posterity. 

The museum will be financed 
from Churchill's eightieth birth- 
day fund. Donations are still 
coming in from all over the 
world, adding to the $280,000 
“first installment” presented 


Nov. 30. 

But for the moment, friends 
said, Churchill plans simply to 
remodel the elevators, convert 
his ground-floor studio into a 
dining room and the upstairs 
dining room into guest rooms. 
- Churchill’s first act on arriv- 
ing yesterday at Chartwell, after 
moving out of the official Prime 
Minister’s office at 10 Downing 
street, was to boom at a dozen 
persons gathered at the gate 
for his homecoming: “It’s so 
nice of you to come.

U.S. ‘COOLING OFF? 
PACT WITH RUSSIA 
IS REDISCOVERED 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (UP) 
~The United States has a 40- 
year-old ‘“cooling-off” treaty 
with Russia which has lain for- 
gotten in the cold war. 

This came to light yesterday 
after President Eisenhower sur- 
prised everybody—including the 
State Department’s official 
spokesman — by appointing «a 
French historian to a commis- 
sion set up under a similar 
treaty with Sweden. His action 
sent reporters to their history 
books. 


They learned that the United 
States at one time had such 
treaties—known as “Bryan cool- 


agreement with Russia is. still 
technically in force but no ac- 
tive commission exists. 

The treaties were the pet 
project of William Jennings 
Bryan, who served as Secretary 
of State in part of the Adminis- 
tration of President Woodrow 
Wilson. Bryan felt that the 
best Way to head off serious 
trouble was to keep it from get- 
ting out of hand. 

Under the agreements, five- 
member commissions were set 
up te handle any dispute be- 
tween the treaty signatories if 
it could not be handled through 
normal diplomatic channels. 

The treaties ran for five-year 
Periods and weré automatically 
renewed unless “denounced” by 
either party.

Net Profit to Smith and His Family

R, AND MRS. SMITH make a joint income tax return on an 

income of $88,000. Smith has an estate of $750,000 and 

Mrs. Smith has no estate. In his will, he makes use of the 

marital deduction. He has two grown children, a son and a 
married daughter. 


Smith is a graduate of a famous university and has been 
making modest annual gifts to it. In discussing his estate 
plans with his attorney and a trust officer, a plan was worked 
out under which Smith could increase his annual gifts to his 

” university very substantially and, in doing so, come out with 
a net profit for himself and his family. 


Under this plan, he created an irrevocable trust and put 
into it $90,000 in securities yielding 34%, to provide an annual 
income of $3,150. He provided that the income from the trust 

“would be. payable to his university for a period:of ten years 
at theend of which period the trust would terminate and the 
principal would be ‘divided equally between his son and 
daughter. Thus, he gave his university the income from the 
trust for ten years and gave his children the principal at the 
end of that period. The “present worth” of the gift of the 
income amounted to approximately 29% of the $90,000 put 
in trust. This gave him a deduction from taxable income of 
$26,100. The “presént worth” of the gift of the principal to his 
children amounted to 71% of the $90,000 or $63,900 and: was 
subject to gift tax. 


The $26,100 tax-deductible gift to his university came out 
of his ‘top tax brackets and reduced his Federal income taxes 
by $17,382. Since neither Mr. nor Mrs, Smith had used their 
individual gift tax exemptions of $30,000 each and since 

- Mrs. Smith gave her formal consent to the.gift, $60,000 of the 
$63,900 gift to-their children was exempt irom the gift tax. 


t 


The gift tax on the $3,900 balance subject to tax was at a 
2%% rate and amounted to only $87.75 


If Smith lives three years, the $90,000 put in the trust will 
_ not be included in his estate for tax purposes. Since Smith 
is utilizing the marital deduction and his estate is in a 32% 
tax bracket, the estate tax saving — half realized upon Mr. 
Smith’s death and half realized upon the subsequent death 
of his wife—will amount to $28,800. ‘Thus, Smith not only 
increases his income after taxes by $17,294.25 in the year in 
which he makes the gift (income tax savings of $17,382.00 
less gift tax incurred of $87.75) but will also decrease the taxes 
on his and Mrs. Smith’s estates by $28,800, making total 
savings of the family $46,094.25. 


What will it cost him? He and the members of his family 
will be deprived of the income on $90,000 for a period of 
ten years. After that time, the income from this $90,000 will 
go, not to Smith, but to his son and daughter, who are in 
lower tax brackets than he.

Consider the lamentable arguments that are 
now going on all over the:place as to what two 
well-known military leaders said or did not say 
on important military matters. 

One is the dispute over Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s position on bringing the Russians into’ 
World War II against Japan in 1945. The other 
is the controversy over the prediction of a 
Chinese Communist attack on Quemoy or Matsu 
by April 15, attributed to Adm. Robert R. Carney. 

. * ° 

Adm. Carney is Chief of Naval Operations by 
appointment of President Eisenhower and hence 
a member of the very important Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. A couple of weeks ago he talked to a 
group of Washington writers on a “not for 
attribution” basis. This means that it was de- 
sired that Adm. Carney’s views be known to 
the correspondents but that they were not to 
attribute his views to him. In short, he could 
not be quoted. So out went the news reports 
that a high source had predicted an attack on 
Quemoy or Matsu by April 15. 

This created a terrific stir. The reaction was 
so violent that President Eisenhower in effect 
disowned the remark by saying he had no infor- 
mation that would justify such a conclusion. 

The storm rolis on this week. First Adm. 
Carney denies before a Senate subcommittee he 
ever madé such a statement. Then Washington 
correspondent Robert Roth, in a dispatch to the 
Philadelphia Bulletin, reports a verbatim steno- 
graphic transcript “shows Adm. Carney forecast 
the Red Chinese assault not once but four or 
five times and that he evaluated fhis as an 
inevitable development.” ‘ 

This, wrote Correspondent Roth, “is supported 
by both the recollection and the longhand notes 
of others who were present.” 

If this is a mighty ugly squall for the Chief 
of Naval Operations to sail through, then con- 
sider the storm blowing bigger almost by the. 
hour over Gen. MacArthur and Yalta. 

On top of the General’s assertion that he was 
opposed to getting Russia into the war against 
Japan and the prompt quotation of the Forrestal 
diaries to just the opposite effect come further 
conflicting statements.

Louis Morton, chief of the Pacific section of 
the Army’s Office of Military History, writes in 
The Reporter magazine that Gen. MacArthur 
was “thoroughly in favor of the plan to get 
Russian entry at the earliest possible date.” 
This historian states that Gen. MacArthur said 
“emphatically at the time of Yalta to more than 
one visitor that American forces should not 
invade Japan until 1 
Army attacked in Manchuria.” - 

This. is countered by Maj. Gen. Courtney 


‘Whitney, chief aide to Gen. MacArthur, that 


“no competent evidence whatever exists” to sup- 
port Military Historian Morton. Gen. Whitney 
cites a book, “Lone and Level Sands,” as a 
source that “completely belies” those who dis- 
agree with Gen. MacArthur. 

In these bitter controversies over who said 
what the citizen is confused and the military 
drops the lower in public esteem. Who is to be 
believed? What is to be believed? 

As a professional soldier for most of his career 
and now civilian Commander-in-Chief, Dwight 
D. Eisenhower ought to face up to this problem 
for exactly what it is. 

We hope that Defense Secretary Wilson is 
keeping the President better posted on the 
MacArthur-Carney cases than Secretary of State 
Dulles did on the Yalta release and its implica- 
tions. 
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Faster Action on Mergers 

Few problems of anti-trust law enforcement 
are so difficult as that of corporate mergers. As 
the Attorney General’s committee to study the 
anti-trust laws emphasized in its recent report, 
some mergers are good, some are bad, and all 
of them can be fairly judged only on their“@di- 
vidual merits. 


Neither the law nor the public attitude toward 
the law leaves any doubt, however, that cor- 
porate mergers which are carried out for the 
clear purpose of reducing competition and which 
distinctly increase monopolistic practices are to 
be discouraged. It is good news therefore that 
the Federal Trade Commission has set up a panel 
of lawyers and economists to identify the most 
significant mergers, to speed up investigation of 
such mergers, and to seek faster handling of 
cases by the FTC. The public interest in a free 
and competitive economy will be. well served 
by vigilant inspection of merger trends. . 
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The Red Cross’s Fine Move 


The American Red Cross merits warm com- 
mendation for adopting the policy that its 
chapters may join Commuhity Chests or other 
federated fund-raising organizations. In revers- 
ing its long-standing policy in this regard, the 
Red ‘Cross is acting the part of good citizen of 
the wwhere it operates. 

There is no other way than by federated 
fund-raising for a community to assure that the 
charity dollar wifl be divided according to the 
community’s over-all needs rather than any sin- 
gle charity’s individual interest. 

In marked contrast with the Red Cross’s 
action is the refusal of the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis to co-operate with other 
worthy organizations that must share the charity 
dollar with it. The foundation’s principal argu- 
ment against co-operation is that it cannot 
foresee epidemics which will require exception- 
ally large sums of money. 

The Red Cross could plead the same excuse. 
Neither can the Red Cross foresee floods, earth- 
quakes, tornadoes, conflagrations, or other

_disasters to whose victims it brings relief.

If this was hardly meant to be constructive 
criticism, still there is truth in it. Eden is a 
master technician in foreign affairs. It is his 
strength and his weakness. His devotion to the 
foreign ministry has kept him from intimate 


contact with Conservative party politics and 


domestic affairs. . 
Hence London assumes that Sir Anthony will 

make few changes in the experienced Churchill 

Cabinet. He may name Defense Minister Harold 


Macmillan to be Foreign Secretary. But,in view | 


of Eden's own experience that selection seems 
less important than the choice for Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Eden is expected to retain 
Richard A. Butler, who has led Britain a dis- 
tance from stark austerity. 

Whatever the shape of things to come, his 
people and Americans as well should know the 
measure of Anthony Eden. For he has proved 
to be a realist and a man of inner strength. 

He proved that clearly when he forsook the 
Chamberlain Government in protest against ap- 
peasement of Hitler. He has proved it repeatedly. 

Eden refused to commit Britain to dangerous 
engagement in Indochina, and thus helped to 
rescue the United States from the risk of a war. 

He picked up the pieces of the European 
Defense Community, on: which Washington had 
pinned so many hopes, and by pledging to keep 
British troops on the Continent led the recon- 
struction of the Western alliance. 

Britain will test its new leader strenuously 
and in many ways, and the shadow of Winston 
Churchill may make the test more difficult. But 
the United States can be certain that it has a 
friend in Anthony Eden—an independent but 
reliable friend. 
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Reducing the H-Bomb’s Threat 

‘The successful and dramatic firing of an air- 
to-air guided missile with an atomic warhead in 
the sky six miles above the Nevada desert is 
interesting news. It dispels a tiny bit of the 
dark shadow of the hydrogen bomb. 

The best defense against that practically ulti- 
mate weapon lies in being a long distance from 
the site of its explosion. But it is encouraging 
to know that we now have a guided missile that 
can destroy a fleet of bombers loaded with 
H-bombs even though this new missile should 
miss the fleet by half a mile. A sufficient num- 
ber of interceptors armed with them certainly 
should cut down the threat of enemy bombers. 
And the longer the odds become against enemy 
bombers reaching their targets, fhe fewer the 
chances of an attack on this nation. 
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Nothing Overwhelming About It 


Perhaps the happiest post-election news con- 
cerning the St. Louis School Board is the 
announcement that the Citizens’ School Im- 
provement Committee will continue its efforts 
for better schools. 

The committee selected, financed and cam- 
paigned hard for the unsuccessful Blue Ribbon 
candidates. That slate made a much better 
showing than the bare report of who won would 
indicate. The Blue Ribbon showing is even 
more impressive when the size of its ward-level 
opposition is considered. The victorious Old 
Guard slate was supported in toto by 19 of the 
28 Democratic ward groups and by 11 Republi- 
can ward organizations. 

One of the victors, H. Lee Bruns, director of 
apprentice training for the electrical industry, 
was slated by 26 Democratic ward groups. And 
yet in his race with Clem F. Storckman, attorney 


and civic leader, Mr. Bruns won by a mere 2027 | 


votes. Out of some 95,693 votes cast for the 
two men, Mr, Bruns received 48,860. That is 
51.05 per cent. A change of three votes in each 
precinct in the city would have given the Board 
seat to Mr. Storckman. 

Similarly, James F. Morrell, low man among 
those winning six-year terms, edged Dr. Walter 
A. Younge, high man in the Blue Ribbon group, 
by only 1637 votes. Morrell had 50.75 per cent 
of their total vote, a very slim majority. 

Edward C. Donnelly, who led all the candi- 
dates for the six-year terms, led Oscar W. Gergs, 


low man on the Blue Ribbon ticket, by some’ 


11,000 votes. Mr. Donnelly enjoyed 55.22 
per cent of the total vote cast for the two of 
them. This was the greatest margin by which 
any of the Old Guard slate is taking office, and 
it is not at all overwhelming. 

In the face of both the extremely light vote 
and the-terrific opposition of the ward bosses of 
each party the Blue Ribbon candidates made an 
impressive showing short of victory. The good 
work ought to go on.

On Sunday, March 27, the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch in an editorial entitled 
“Bitter Lesson From Belgium” attempt- 
ed to use two incidents involving mat- 
ters completely unrelated to the issue 
of bus transportation of all Missouri 
school children as the occasion to urge 
rejection of the Walsh school bus bills. 

That editorial cited the Belgian riots 
over discrimination in the amount of 
government aid to Catholic schools in 
Belgium. Suffice it to say this Belgian 
situation is a problem in itself. It does 
not involve a transportation issue. It 
concerns schools and it concerns the 
Catholic people of Belgium. 

The Missouri bus transportation bill 
concerns neither schools nor the Catho- 
lic Church. It concerns all taxpaying 
parents and the safety of their children 
who are on the highway in pursuit of a 
duty imposed upon-them by the state. 


The editorial then cites the dispute 
of the Catholic Church with the Peron 
Government of Argentina. Suffice it to 
say that this Argentinian situation is 
likewise a problem in itself. It does not 
involve a transportation issue. It con; 
cerns a man who with certain outside 
help is seeking to become absolute mas- 

,of.a country that, incidentally, is tra- 


- ditionally Catholic, as is Bélgium. 


In the United States we do not have 
and will not have a church-state strug- 
gle over free bus transportation, but 
we do have and will have until it is set- 
tled a struggle by men of conscience to 

reserve the rights guaranteed to them 
4 the federal and state constitutions. 
The opposition is doing its best to brand 
the bus transportation as a church- 
state issue, but you cannot change a 
rabbit into a possum by calling him one, 


Safeguards for Parent and Child 


They give lip service to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and of Mis- 
souri, and yet they would if they could 
rule out every school system but the 
free public school system. 

The same breed tried this years ago 
in Oregon, and the United States Su- 
preme Court in the case of Pierce’ vs. 
Society of Sisters had to remind them 
that the Constitution safeguards the 
right of the parent to send his child to 
the school dictated by conscience. Their 
direct approach was thus frustrated by 
the court. 

In seeking for a motive we must con- 
clude that it.is an attempt to deter par- 
ents from sending their children to the 


‘school of their choice by the use of 


economic pressure and by an appeal to 
the natural urge of the parent to pro- 
tect the child from physical danger. 
Obviously a poor man with numerous 
children living at the same distance 
from a parochial school and a free pub- 
lic school may think twice before he 
uses of his meager funds to pay bus 


fares for his children to attend the pa- 
rochial school when he can send them 
to the free public school at no cost. 
Likewise, parents may hesitate to sub- 
ject their children to the perils of walk- 
ing on the highway to a parochial school 
when a public bus will haul them to the 
public school. 


We are at a loss to understand how 
these self-appointed guardians of free- 
dom in these United States continue to 
use the old cliche that the transporta- 
tion of all children at public expense 
from general welfare funds is a viola- 
tion of the wall of separation of church 
and state. The same United States Su- 
preme Court in the New Jersey bus 
case stated in the very plainest English 
that a law providing free bus transpor- 
tation for children to a school 
did not violate the principle of separa- 
tion of church and state. 

We call to the attention of all who 
are thus motivated several constitution- 
al provisions. 


‘Not Aid to Any Church’ 


Amendment No. 1 of the Constitution 
of the United States: “Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establish- 
ment of religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof.” 


Article I, Section 5 of the Constitu- 
tion of Missouri: “That all men have a 
natural and indefeasible right to wor- 
ship Almighty God accor to the dic- 
tates of their own consciences; that no 
human authority can control or interfere 
with the rights of conscience; that no 
person shall, on account of his religious 
persuasion or belief, be rendered ineli- 
gible to any public office or trust or 
profit in this state, be disqualified from 
testifying or serving as a juror, or be 
molested in his person or estate; but 
this section shall not be construed to ex- 
cuse acts of licentiousness, nor to justify 
practices ing ent with the good or- 
der, peace, or safety of the state, or 
with the rights of others.” . 


Those who would thus deprive all of. 


the ‘right to free transportation to a 
school of their choice are definitely 
prohibiting the. free exercise of reli- 
gion, controlling and interfering with 
the rights of conscience, -and in that 
they thus subject a child to the dangers 
of the highway they are molesting his 


‘ person, and in that they are indirectly 


compelling some parents of parochial 
school children to pay for private bus 
transportation they are molesting the 
estate of those persons. 

These people know in their hearts 
that free bus transportation is not aid 
to any chureh or creed or priest or 
minister or teacher of religion as such. 
It is aid to taxpaying parents and chil- 
dren, and in thus depriving them they 
are violating the. federal and state con- 
stitutional rights of those persons.

Churchill: Return to a Heritage

Witten ev CHURCHILL—much is being said and written, 


from every quarter and from every angle, about the retire- 
‘ment as Prime Minister of the tubby little gentleman with 
the big cigar and the eternal “V” for Victory signal and the 


Snglish heart of oak and a gift for his and our language that 
is not matched anywhere today. 


What strikes this reporter in 
back over the Churchill 
career, and the impression he 
created as a man over here 
among our own people, is that 
he did more to bind our people 
and the British people together 
than any figure in this ceritury. 
Under his inspiration we re- 
turned to a common heritage 
once again. Because of this com- 
mon heritage, the two nations 
together were <A 
able to regen- + 
erate the spirit 
of the whole 
Western world 
and to make it 
once more near- 
er a unity and 
nearer a union 
than it ever had 
been. 

That union 
saved ~ or - 
ern world from urchi 
the corrupting a a 
menace of Nazism; today it is a 
bulwark against corroding Com- 
munism. 


Scrapper With ‘Guts’. 


In helping to create defenses 
against both, Winston Churchill 
was the warning voice and the 
ready hand. He spotted each 
succeeding totalitarian danger 
for what it was long before any- 

y else. 

He called out the alarm and, 
for a time, in vain, so that the 
task of defense, once undertaken, 
was the harder. But he wasted 
no breath to blame, once the 
two laggard nations were 
aroused, devoting his vigor to 
leadership. 


For all of that our people ad- |- 


mired him and came to love 
him. We like a scrapper, and he 
always was that. He has what we 
call “guts.” 

But there is something else in 
him that-appeals peculiarly to 
Americans. It is more than the 
fact, which is generally known 
here, that his mother was an 
American; though his American 
blood—English as he is—may 
be responsible for characteris- 
tics that endear him to us on 
this side of the Atlantic, without 
our being able to pinpoint them 
exactly. 


‘Wave of Disillusion.’ 


In groping around for expla- 
nations, we may find some in a 
contrast. 

For that let us go back to the 
period after the First World 
War. In the wave of disillusion 
that swept over this country 
after our first big adventure 
into world politics, which drove 
us into isolationism, there were 
devised a variety of rationaliza- 
tions, some of them quite fan- 
ciful, about why we had ever 
gotten into that war. — 

A popular one was that the 


wily British had tricked us into 
the war to save their empire. 
From this there developed nat- 
urally the caricature of the clever 
English diplomat, equipped with 
monocle, spats, fancy Waistcoat 
(which we learned to profiounce 
“weskit” to prove we were not 
still provincials) who would 
corner our own diplomats, pic- 
tured as naive and simple- 
minded, at a lawn party and 
twist them around British fingers. 
Then, from that, grew a habit 
of branding our diplomats as 
aping the British—and Midwest- 
ern Congressmen coined the 
phrase ‘‘cookie-pushers,” or at 


least tossed it about, to describe 


our representatives abroad. 
Diplomat or Ward Boss. 


There was enough of sub- 
stance in all of this to give it a 
sort. of validity. 

But somehow Winston 
Churchill never got identified in 
that way, though we now know, 
and have known for some time, 
that he is one ef the most 
adroit politicians and diplomats 
with whom we ever have dealt. 


but he never was the Stock Eng- 
lishman, nor the stock diplomat. 
On the other hand, if we 
sought to place him in politics 
physically—and the physical is 
an important part of impres- 
sions—his rotundity, his round 
face, his earthiness and saltiness 
of phrase on occasion would 
call up the image of our stock 
politicians who habitate in tra- 
dition and legend the more 
thickly populated sections of 
New York and Chicago.

POPE WARNS DOCTORS 
ABOU MATERA 


Says Healing Should Stress 
Spiritual, Too, Not Become 
‘Mere Technique.’ 


VATICAN CITY, April 7 (AP) 
~—Pope Pius XII, still convalesc- 
ing from his own recent serious 
illness, urged doctors today to 
safeguard the practice of med- 
icine against becoming “‘a mere 
technique.” 

Addressing 600 delegates from 
80 nations to the international 
congress of the Latin Medical 
Union, the 79-year-old Pontiff 
said, “surgery today dares to un- 
dertake and achieve successful 
results in what seemed impos- 
sible a century or two ago.” 

But he added: “Its daring 
gives rise to only one anxiety: 
That of seeing it exceed the 
limits of moral licitness (law- 
fulness).”’ 

He told the doctors that they 
come from Latin peoples “whose 
soul was ... impregnated and 
fashioned by the Christian 
faith,” and that they must main- 
tain a Christian attitude toward 
the sick and suffering. 

“It is your task,” he said in 
an address” that lasted almost 
half an hour, “to safeguard that 
tradition which is today threat- 
ened by an invasion of material- 
ism. 
“Against the deviation of a 
medicine that is reduced to mere 
technique, against an ‘art of 
healing’ that would neglect the 
human and transcendent factor, 
you will react by defending the 
primacy of the spiritual, which 
was so constantly asserted by the 
Latin culture and brought to its 
most perfect expression in the 
34 as concept of the human 

ife.” 

“The personal influence which 
the doctor can exercise over the 
ill person is not least in import- 
ance or usefulness,” the Pontiff 
said. “The patient wishes to be 
understood by his physician; he 
needs to have great confidence 
in him if he is to draw from his 


treatment real physical and 
mental profit.” 
It was the Pope’s second 


lengthy address in five days.

[ZENITH CANCELS 
BACKING OF OMNIBUS 


Charges CBS With Censor- 
ship for Barring Commer- 
cial on Phonevision. 


| NEW YORK, April 7 (AP)— 

The Zenith Radio Corp., has an- 
‘| nounced cancellation of its spon- 
sorship of the “Omnibus” tele- 
vision program. Zenith said the 
Columbia Broadcasting System 
was imposing an “arbitrary and 


unwarranted censorship.” 

Zenith said, yesterday CBS re- 
fused to permit a commercial re- 
lating to Phonevision on the 
show. Phonevision is a method 
of subscription television devel- 
oped by Zenith. 

The cancellation notice was in 
a letter to CBS by Joseph S. 
Wright, Zenith vice president 
and general counsel. It said in 
part: 

“We consider this action to be 
an arbitrary and-.unwarranted 
censorship on your part, and for 
that reason we refused to par- 
ticipate in the program of April 
3, and ask that our name not be 
used in any way in connection 
with the forthcoming ‘Omnibus’ 
program of April 10, 1955.” 

The program is sponsored 
jointly by Zenith,and three other 
firms. 

CBS said it barred the Phone- 
vision announcement because it 
did not advertise a product. It 
said its contract with Zenith 
stipulated that commercial copy 
would deal with Zenith products |, 
and “nothing else.” 

“Phonevision is not a product, 
it’s a controversial issue,” CBS 
said. “We don’t allow any com- 
mercials to d¥%eal with contro- 
versial issues in the course of an 
entertainment, news or other 
program not specifically devoted 
to discussion of such issues.” 
However, CBS demanded that 
Zenith pay for both broadcasts. 
“Omnibus” completes its season- 
al run this Sunday.

WHEN I LISTEN to the Col- 
lege Quiz Program on KSD Sat- 
urday evening, I’m amazed at 
the things the students know, 
and just as amazed by what they 
don’t know. They romp gaily 
through questions which would 
embarrass me, and trip over 
something my generation knew 
at the age of 10. 


Last fall when Barnard Col- 
lege and Syracuse University 
were competing, both teams 
were stopped cold when asked 
who put the question, “What is 
truth?” 

It seems incredible that edu- 
cated people should be unfa- 
miliar with the tremendous 
scene between Pontius Pilate, 
the Roman governor of Judea, 
and Jesus Christ, his prisoner, 
who stood bound before him 
early Friday morning, right after 
the crowing of the cocks. 

Jesus had said to Pilate, “To 
this end was I born, and for this 
cause came I into the world, 


that I should bear witness unto 
the truth.” _ 
Pilate replied, “What is 


truth?” Then, not waiting for 
an answer, not expecting one 
perhaps from the prisoner who 
had once said “I am the Truth,” 
he went out to consult with the 
chief priests, who could: not en- 
ter the judgment hall because of 


». ritual requirements. 


Pilate’s conversation with 
them, his return for further 
questioning of Jesus, followed 
by another consultation with the 
priests, their shrewd reminder 
that Pilate might jose the favor 
of Caesar by showing leniency 
to the kingly claim of Jesus— 
much of this is told only in 
the Gospel of St. John. 

.. 


CRITICS THINK that the au- 
thor had connections within the 
priestly party, that he may have 
received his information from 
Nicodemus, a member of the 
Sanhedrin. It was Nicodemus 
who on the evening of Good 
Friday brought a hundred 
pounds of valuable spices to em- 
balm the crucified body and 
who helped Joseph of Arima- 
thea to bind it round and round 
with linen cloths. Thus two rich 
and powerful men prepared for 
burial the body of one con- 
demned by their own group and 
executed by Rome as a common 
criminal, ~ 

They must have loved him 
tenderly, these two disciples 
who remained secret for fear of 
the Jews. They loved Him 
enough to beg the tortured body 
from Pilate, to perform the last 
sad service themselves, and to 
give it a costly burial in the 
hew tomb. But they had never 


loved Him enovigh to acknowl- 
edge their allegiance openly. 


Three prudent men: Pilate, 
Nicodemus and Joseph of Ari- 
mathea. They took no risks, they 

- saved their jobs and their lives. 


x * * 
PILATE LIKED being a 


Roman governor. Rather than 
risk the displeasure of Emperor 
Tiberius, he condemned to death 
a man be believed to be inno- 
cent. He survived the prisoner 
by six years, dying in Gaul, be- 
ing buried in Capri. Now he is 
known only because he gave the 
order for the Crucifixion. 

As for Nicodemus and Joseph, 
they do not appear again in the 
New Testament. They were just 
men, kind men, but prudent and 
cautious, They’ kept their jobs 
and lost their chance. 

How pale they look beside the 
man Christ Jesus who laid down 
His life with such abandon! He 
illustrated thus, as did the three 
prudent men by their survival, 
His saying: 

“Whosoever shall seek to save 
his life shall lose it; and who- 


soever shall lose his life shall 


preserve it.”

CONCERTO: Zino Frances- 
eatti’s immaculate phrasing and 
clear definition plus his pervasive delicacy of feeling places his 
performances of both the Tschaikowsky and the Mendelssohn ¢on- 
certos in the A-plus category. The supporting orchestras the 
New York Philharmonic Symphony Orchestra, with Dimitri 
Mitropoulos conducting. The sensitivity in the orchestral does 
not exactly match that of the soloist but the accompaniment is 
discreet. (Columbia, one 12-inch LP.) 
Carl Stamitz, who belonged to the second generation of the 
famous Mannheim family of musicians, was a prolific composer 
but few of his works are publicly played. Recordings of the 
G Major and’ D Major Concertos for Flute and Orchestra are 
therefore novelties of more than ordinary interest. (London- 
L’Oiseau Lyre, one 12-inch LP. in album.) They are well executed 
by Kurt Redel and L’Ensemble Orchestral de L’Oiseau Lyre with 
the soloist doing the conducting. The surface charm and general 
characteristics of this music are comparable to Mozart’s style 
galant but the invention, not surprisingly, is much inferior to 
Mozart or Haydn. 
Arthur Grumiaux, the French violinist, gives creditable per- 
formances of Lalo’s Symphonie Espagnole and Chausson’s Poeme 
with the Lamoureux Orchestra of Paris, Jean Fournet conducting. 
His tone is good but in the matter of significant inflection lead- 
ing to an illuminating phraseology his playing is rather bland. 
The reproduction is excellent. (Epic, one 12-inch LP.)

SYMPHONIC: In Beethoven's Pastoral Symphony, played by 
the Detroit Orchéstra under the direction of Paul Paray, the 
storm breaks in the first movement instead of the fourth and 
continues unabated almost to the end.

If it comes to a point less than 
11,600 miles from the earth, we 
may expect that the moon will 
break up. The millions of pieces 
probably will make a gigantic 
ring around the globe.

A. A great deal of damage on 
the earth can be expected.
